uation in regard to farming conditions 
in one of the largest agricultural dis­ 
tric ts of the State.

is the 
purpose of the Depart­ 
ment to start a movement that will 
cause many people to return to the 
j farm by showing the large number 
I that are vacant, 
the good buildings 
, and other modern 
improvements on 
many of these farms. 
In the last few days men connected 
, with the Department of Agriculture 
have gone 
to a number 
of 
farms 
I which have been worked for a century 
and in addition 
to taking 
pictures: 
I have secured data as to the crops 
| raised in the years gone by. It is the 
I intention of the agents who will carry 
I on this “Back to the Farm” movement 
to be able to present conclusive proof 
that the farm is not only the best 
place to live in these days of uncer­ 
tainty in industrial centers but that 
as a financial proposition there are 
few others to compare with it. 
Constant 
requests 
are 
received 
daily in the offices of the Agriculture 
Department from almost every coun-j 
ty in the state requesting the offi­ 
cials to do something to help them 
get sufficient help to harvest the crops 
they already have planted. In manyi 
cases farmers say they have given up 
all hope of farming their land inten­ 
sively and will be satisfied if aid can 
be secured when the time comes to 
harvest the crops that are now in the 
fields. The shortage in farm labor 
in many places is equal to that ex­ 
perienced during the World War. 
State officials realize that one of 
the obstacles that must be overcome 
is the labor problem. They are awarei 
that the main reason for most of the 
idle farms in this and other sections 
is due to a large extent to the inabil­ 
ity to get workmen 
when they are 
needed. The State has tried through 
its employment bureau to send men 
to the farm, hut most laborers are, 
looking for work in the towns and 
even men who were raised in the 
country now seem to prefer the shop 
to the open field.
